culture, our homeland of its resources and killed fifty million of our 
black brothers and made the ethers slaves in our own land* The Uni¬ 
ted States government is trying to dis arm all the people of the world 
who are fighting for their freedom against this racist White inept 
society* The government have four things in mind for you black bro¬ 
thers on gun registration. 

(1) lt plans to register all the guns for location purposes 

(2) Upon registration of guns, it plans to piek them up and disarm 
you, leaving you with sticks and bricks to defend yourself 

(3) After confiscating your guns, the government plan to send 
troops into your community and gather all black people, including 
your UNCLE TOM5, because he is tired of you keeping your tongue 
up his rectum while he is trying to sleep at night, 

(4) The troops will then horde us off to concentration camps where 
we will be GASSED, GASSED t GASSED, and upon the completion of the 
GASSÏNG exercise, the remains which will be ashes and bones T will 
be collecte d and sent to plant at ions for fertiiization* This means that 
you will continue on being product ive in the White man's mechaniza- 
tion, industrial Capitalism, Fascism Society* 1c also means that you 
will return from which you came f you started on the plantation and 
you end there Uke the Invisible man who is on a merry go round, and 
all roads lead back to the beginning* But, 1 say black brothers, we 
cannot fall Into the trap that so many others have fallen into- We ean- 
noc be so narrow-minded in believing that this government is doing' 
this for our protection* We must not turn over our guns to our 
enemy, The government certainly intend on taking your guns and turn- 
ing them over to good white John Birch Citizen s which will be utili 2 ed 
for the destruction of you, black brothers* 

Now brothers you might say how can 1 keep from registering 
my guns? First and farthermost, gun registration does not apply to 
us as black men, on the grounds that all citizens are suppose to be 
equally represented in the government ac Gording to constitutionai 
law, Second, since we are not represented in the government, we have 
no say about the laws of the white man, and therefore, those iaws 
does not apply to us. They are white laws for white people to abide 
by, so we are going to let white people register their guns, because 
they are the ones who are a threat to humanity. 

Third, the means by which you can keep from registering your guns 
is to keep your gun in your house in a safe place or sufficienüy oii 
your gun down, rap it in aluminum foü, place it in a wooden box and 
bury it where it can be readily availabie for use, If anyone come by 
and ask you for your guns, let him have it, right bet ween the eyes, 
or teil him that you no long er had any use for it and threw it away, 
or teil them that you sold it to a person before the gun law came into 
effect* In other words teil them a lie, because that's what they have 
been doing to us for four hundred years. 

Fourth, if you have a gun and you have to use it, it does not matter 
whether it is registered or not, because you are going to jaü anyway 
if you kil! a white man* So, we say that gun registration is a fallacy 


Revolution 

Revolution deals with survival, 
and survival deals with life* It is 
very important that we understand 
this; for the last four hundred years 
black people have been persecuted, 
murdered, lynched, aecusedofmim- 
erous monstrousities and wrong- 
doings. We have had insurrectlon 
after Insurrectlon, with very little 
success. Now we are llke panthers 
with our backs against the wall, and 
when panthers are attacked like we 
have been attacked, they, like our- 
selves, must move to do what they 
can — piek up the gun, the red bock, 
and move against their oppressorv 
The Minister of Defense, Huey P, 
Newton, and the BPP have goneforth 
as the vanguard of the revolution* 
We are not the revolution, the PEO¬ 
PLE are — this mustbeunderstood. 
The people's wants and needs are 
our desire* The BPP serves as a 
vanguard for the revolution — the 
people's revolution* We are going 
to drive all the motherfucking 
raclsts out of our black communi- 
ties* Not oniy that, but the racist 
politicians; Lyndon Baines Johnson, 
Ronald Mickey Mouse Reagan (better 
knowrt as a punk mickey mouse gov- 
ernor sitting up in Sacramento), 
Donald Quack Quack Rafferty, and 
aU the other racist ass dogs who are 
trying to destroy the lives of black 
people in the commonwealth society 
in which we have been colonized for 
the last four hundred years. Blacks 
have been told what is necessary 
time and time again. The BPP have 
gone forth to implement certain 
programs so that we, the people, 
can deal with these men in a revo- 
luüonary mannen The only way we 
can do this is to plek up the gun, We 
are gonna walk all across this 
motherfucking government and say 
Stick 'em up, motherfuckers — this 
is a held up: we come to get every- 
thing that belongs to us.

What made the government suddenly decide that gun registration 
is imperative for this society to exist after four hundred years of 
gunless laws, and four hundred years of rule by gun and exploitation 
of all minority people by keeping a gun to their heads with the threat 
of shoot to kill if you do not conform to this racist society.

RACIST SAN FRANCISCO COURT TILTSIUSTICE FOR MURDERING PIC

Pig Michael Ö’Brian (residence addreas: 4785 - 18th Sire et. San Franc [seo, CaL), 
the insane asshole who shot and killed black brother Geroge Basket t, a 28 year o ld 
truck driver. had been allowed to reinain froc by the scuin of this city’s rotten pig- 
structure T and without buil. 

Racist Judge Vavuris rulcd, af ter firat setting n sham bail of $3850. that his 
precious. stinking litfcle feliow awine O’Crien should stay on the Street s without 
bail becuuse* 1 .,the Pena.1 Code of ihe State of Califomia permits release of a (oink 
oink) person charged with a capita! offense on baii or his own recognizance if the 
proof of his guüt is not evident and the presumpfion óf guilt nol graat-** 

Another judge, Calcagno, the next day raversed the racist decision of Judge 
Vavuris* which judges and lawyers throughouL San Franciöco agreed had no precedent 
In what was supposad to be a routine hearing, Calcagno revoked baiL shocking 
O* Brien and his attomey* But Calcagno quickly backed down and told the lawyer 
it he didn't like his decision he would disqualiJy himseÈf and transfer the case back 
to Vavuris. which he did. 

Although other judges say nny murder charge should have bail scl, unlesa ils 
t’irst degree murder in which case you can't get out of jfaiil ar alK Vavuris said that 
as Et judge he has ‘hhe power to discretjon to detennirie whether the factual situation 
indicates firet degree rnurder, un unbailable charge, 1 * If it*s not firstUcgree murder. 
it is up to the judge to decide whether to let the man out on bail. 

On far flimsier evidence, Huey P Newton was held without hail on first degree 
murder charge Now, after a kangaroo court only co me up with the politica! oompromiso 
verdict of manslaughter, instead of murdt r, you could expeei that Iluey would be out 
on bail while his case is being appealed.

to a Saigon report, 

To voice iheir scrong discontent

Raymond Sherwüi for acting like a hu man being on the bench and ha ving the courage 
to s£t Eldridge free because he w^as a political pr is oner. The decision on Eldrsdge came 
only a week af ter the Board of Regents of the University of Califorrda, headed by Cov¬ 
er nor Ronald "Mlckey Mouse" Reagan, voted to prohlbit Eldrltfc: CTeaver from appear- 
ing raore than once on the Berkeley campus as a guest lecturer i This was a gross In- 
solt to thestudentsandfaculty whohadpLinned the course, to the smdents* getieraUy; and 
to the people of the state of CaEfornla, especially the black comnumity. It was also 
p t rt of au escaiating effort by che Power Scructure to cut Tf the hoad of tbe black 
peeplus movement in order to once more subject Hie body of the people to absolute 
tyvanny, All the events of the past few weeks are interconne/aed, and it's important 
to place them in the correct perspective* so that we can move fo deal with them ef- 
fectively. 

TT*e Huey Newton trial has clearly demonstraied the Eotally politica 1 nature of hls 
case, Tbe verdict itself represents a poUücal compromlse — otherwise it makes no 
sense at alL In a recéntly publishèd interview, Huey himself explains in detail why tbe 
vfrdict is totally Inconsistent from a legal standpoint; the jury found that be had, in 
fa /-een p:eviously convicted of a felony, yet they did not find hlm guilty of murder. 
Uaöer CaUfornia law — and this was several times explained to the jury at their own 
request — if a man with a prior feUmy convicüon comnüts a homicide, that crime 
automatically becomes murder, either first or second öegrec. Lf the,jury really be- 
Ifc'ved the eridence showed that Huey kiUed Frey t then they ware bound, by law, to find 
hÉtb gUlMy of murder, The fact that they returned a manslatighier verdict proven that 
they weré gulded by potttical, rat her than legai, considerationa, Although U Is ab- 
soltiEely correct in callingtfae verdict a "racist cop-out M because the jury didn't have the 
guts to decide the case on lts merlts, their verdict also represeiged a politica! stand-off 
between black people and the Power Structure. The capitahsde Sufsnessmen, like William 
K'^wland, owner of the Oakland TR1BUNE; the Racist politldans; the District Attomeys; 
and rhe Oakland's pig force; all v/ere determined to sond Huey to t!;e gas chamber. The 
black commtinity, and many white people, were and are equaliy deler mi ned to set Huey 
fee, So the jury, weighing this politica! evidence, compromised by sending Huey lo 
Prison on che Ughtestconviction possible, This was a limited victory for the black people: 
wf"hout the "Pree Huey V* campaign, Huey would have been on his way to the gas chamber. 

Not only the verdict, but the sentence in Huey's case was pureiy politic al, Jutfee 
Frledifian had it in his power to set Huey free — either by grand'’g lam probation, or by 
alio’Mng him to baU out of juil while his case was being appeakd, Judge Friedman re- 
fuïcd, lt is very Important to understand that, under nor mal circum sta nc es, a man 
cciivfcted of voiuiïEary mansa lugh ter, even with a worse record than Huey's, wou kt 
have been granted bail pending appeal, almost as a,matter of course. Huey had a perfect 
récord of sbowing up for all court appearance^s; the purpose of che bail is exactly to 
guar intee that the defendant will show up in court when summoned, So the judge's de- 
ci ha to deny baii was clearly bas ed on politica! prejudice, This Vision is tctally con- 
si- r at, however, with the way the dis-honorable ; Lg Friedman :oi,ducted Huey's triah 
Hi 'epeatedly harassed defense witnesses^ sometimes even refusing to aliow them to 
te . y* He did not notify the jury, while. 1: was out deciding Huey/' fate, thar a crucica 
part of the cestimony of the "key" Péfsecütibn wit ness had been changed. calling inco 
sc "i us question both the reliabiüty and the honesr 1 of the Witness From the flrsr day 
of the trial, Friedmaninsultedtbefamily.friendsaiid supporters of Huey by forclng them 
to under go degrading body searches, bef o re they w 5 eré allo wed in the courtroom. And he 
generally encouraged the police to turn the cburthouse into an armed iortress, creating 
an -.mosphere in which Huey could not get a fair trial, even if b» had not been cried 
by an almost all-whlte, middle-cLass jury. If the judge had made a serious effort to

IjÜNDON — Racist Fe ace Corps voluut eer s who screwed, brain- 

washed, and manipulaied influential Nigeriaii toms and promoted 
the concept of tribal rivairy in Afrlca are a significant factor in 

the current Nigeria* Biafra war, according to Öbi B. Egbuna, a 
leadlng Nigerian socialist revolutlonary who currently lives in exile 
in Eng land. 

Egbuna believes that the Nigeria-Biafra war is due not to any real 
tribal rivairy, buc to the mampulation of Britain and American neo- 
colonialism, 

to a pamphiet entiüed '"The Murder of Nigeria" Egbuna explains 
that the neo-colonialist program reached a peak two years ago, shortly 
af ter the brief-iived lefiist regime of Major Chukwuma Nzeogwu, 
who seized power in january, 1966, 

Egbuna writes; 

"The imperialist dïd not wait * . , It was soon clear they ware up 
to something, Soon the racist-American Peace Corps boys and girls 
— the junior CIA pigs — were floodtng the Northern Nigerian 
towns and viLUges in staggering numbers, Researching "anthro- 
pologists." and hoUdaying "professors" poured into every corner 
of the North under grant of the imperialist U É S, government co 
"work on" the vüïagers, 

1 *They cumbled in and out of 3oed with the top boys in the army and 
influential civilian toms, and very soon the news spread that the 
January coup was an "lbo conspiracy/' First it began as a rumor 
and then it became co mm on * r knowledge" that Ibos and H au sas were 
mor cal enemies» 

M ln the Easr, meanwhile, the American junior CL\ pigs were also 
at work. These pigs of the Peace Corps peddles sex for propaganda 
from one university dormitory to another and from vülage to 
village. Soon che Ibos began to echonides thus implanted in their 
heads by professional, perverted American "lovers, ' Everywhere 
they credited the january coup to the inherent lbo genius, They 
bo as ted of being the "Jews of Mrica" — an express ion first used by 
Time magazine five years ago — and of being "capitalist by 
nature" and openly used self-fiattering, meariingless and arrogant 
expressions auto-suggested co them during unguarded moments of 
Peace Corps sex orgies , expressions coined in America co exacerbate 
the non-Ibos," 

Egbuna also argues that Lc. Col, Ojukwu, the leader of Biafra, 
made a "tragic mistake" by identifying himseii as a leader of a 
region and not the whole nation, 

\Shtat Ojukwu should have told the w T orid was that he was not 
fighting the Hausas as such, but a neo-colonialist puppet military 
clique which happened to be Hausa. He should have declared himself 
che Champion of not only the ibos, but all the have-nots who suffered 
under a puppet administration, military or civiL He could still 
have made Biafra his base, buc the important thing was that he made 
it manifest that his was a non-tribal socialist revolution. 1 ' 

Egbuna, who is wel1 known in Britain as a playwright, is an lbo 
and a former resident of the region now called "Biafra/ 1 

The author argues that the entire concept of tribalism is one 
füstered and promoted by the United States and Britain, He noted that 
the tribalistic concept ciashes dlrectly with the concepts of socialism 
and anci-neocolonialism as developed by Kwame Nkrumah in Ghana, 

Egbuna points to the role of the imperialist powers in under- 
minïng the regime of Mahor Nzeogwu, whosexevolutionary socialist 
program was "whïttled down, abused, demeaned and fanned into a 
petty r inter-tribal vendetta." 

Specifica] ly, Egbuna said that the Peace Corps and America media

In this sense, the very functioning of the University is extremely poiitical, and at times 
its poiitical part is anship is so obvlous thatit cannot be swept under the rug, For example, 
during the height of dieDelanoGrapeStrike, the Agricultural Department of the Berkeley 
campus, housed in GIANN1NI Hall» was busy developing tomato-picking machines that 
would make the farm workers unnecessary anyway, Who is Joseph Giannini, but the 
founder of the world's largestbank, the Bankof America, which just happens to own most 
of the big agricultural corporations that exploit the farmworkers and resist any attempt to 
organize them* And, if any doubt remains about the direct link herween the University and 
the Power Structure, the mere f act that Charles Hitch Left his post In the Defense Depart¬ 
ment to become President of the University of CaUfornia should remove that doubt, 

But the Regents use "liberal educator' 1 üke Chancellor Heynes at Berkeley to cam- 
of lage the POLiTIOYL nature of the University* And whenever an attempt is made to 
inject into the University poiitical ideas or actions that oppose the STATUS QUO, then 
hirelings like Heynes scream tr You are compromising the NEUTRALITY of the Uni- 
versity/ 1 But, as the students found out in 1966» when the University Administration 
refused to allow an off-campus anti-war group (Women for Peace) to set up a table next 
to an off-campus PRO-WAR group (the Marine Corps}» this so-called "neutrality’' 
realiy means overt cooperation with the Power Structure, 

The Regents and the Government insist on the absolute right to poUtical monopoly 
of the University» just as they exercise monopoly control over the economy of the 
country. For a Black Revolutionist, like Eidridge Cleaver, to be officialy sponsored by 
the University, is to Challenge the absolute right of the Regents and to expose the 
fundamentaUy poiitical characrer of the University, lf Eidridge, or any other spokes- 
men for the movement, speaks at a hundred rallies on the campus, the Regents can 
pass diat off as the openly poiitical activi^ of a "small minority 1 and part of ,r our 
great heritage of freedom of speech*" But if Eidridge speaks as a guest iecturer, his 
ideas cannot be so easüy dismissed and the danger that they may subvert the monopoly 
of the Regents is increased, In short, Eidridge Cleaver’s lecturing on the campus is 
a form of guerilla war f are against the who Ie System, And the Regents, as the rulers and 
regulators of the STATUS QUO, can't have it* 

But the re is an even more sinister element in the MAD-DGG actions of racist Ronald 
Reagan, This, after all, is an election year, and Mickey Mouse Reagan» head of the ever- 
more reacüonary Republican Party; is doing his best to get his cronies, especially * 
Red-White-and Blue Max Rafferty» elected* Reagan himseif was successful two years 
ago» because he was able to exploit the fears of many people about the black Überation 
movement, and the student and youth rebellion* He made the University a whipping 
boy» right before the elecüon — seizing as his whip the appearance of Stokeiy Car- 
michael at a "Black Power" rally on the campus* This enabled him to tie all the 
fear symbols rog ether — black power, student unrest and sub-vers ion of the Üly-white 
kiddies* This time around, the act is the sa me, but the characters have been changed 
to entrap the innocent, but his alter-ego, Rafferty, a Mickey-Mouse Donald-Duck, 
punk from Disneyland like Reagan himseif, and theploy is not Stokeiy, but now Eidridge* 

This explains why the court decision re-revoking Eidridge*s parole came down just 
bef ore his lecmres on the campus were to begin* Normally, the Appeiate Court would 
have taken longer to make its ruling, buc they had to hurry to meet Reagan 1 s timetable. 
Reagan would like nothing bet ter thanto have Eidridge arrested on the Berkeley campus* 
when he trles to dellver his second lecture, which has been banned by the Regents, The 
way it might happen is this: when Eidridge gets to the campus to hoid his second 
lecture, which the University Administration wül refuse to sanction — he will be told 
by campus police that he is in violation of the "Mulford Act" which gives the Ad¬ 
ministration the power to kick any "non-studem troublemaker" off campus* lf Eidridge 
refuses to back down, he will be arrested; and, once he Is back in jail r he won't get out 
again — more than likely for the rest of his Life* Reagan will have once more gotten 
his man, and, among his reactionary supporters, his reputation, wül rise greatly — 
especially if he sends the state troopers on campus to put down the students insurrectïon 
that is bound to follow Eldridge's arrest, Mickey Mouse Reagan’s buddy* Donald Duck 
Rafferty, who right now is running well behind his Democratie opponent, just might 
get elected, The fact that the court decision on E tdridge came down on the same day 
as Judge i riedman sent Huey off to prison was not accidental: it was a warning from 
Reagan and the racist institutions of oppression he heads — including the courts and 
Adult Authority — That they are out for blood for reaL 

In the face of this aggression, the Black Revolution has only one real cholce — to take 
the offensive* We must prepare for the coming confrontation by building massive sup¬ 
port for both Huey and Eidridge* Not only on the Berkeley campus, but in the outside 
communities, black and white, We must dramatize the real issue involved in Eldridge's 
lectures and the opposition from racist Reagan and the pig Regents* Tacticaüy we 
should take advantage of the widespread hatred for Reagan by focussing on him as the 
main enemy, and by exposing» over and over again, his role in the attempt to get 
Eidridge, especially, 

There is another dimenslon of poiitical werk that will buiid strong support for 
Eidridge and Huey» Both are candidates of the Black Panther Party and the Peace 
and Freedom Movement, In Alameda County» a Serious poiitical campaign for Huey P, 
Newton and Bobby Seaie will strengthen the drive to free Huey» from poiitical im- 
prisonment, There are thousands of people in the area who will support Huey en- 
thusiastically and defend him vigorously if we reach them with the real issues involved 
in his case and the poiitical principles he stands for* The electorai campaigns of 
Huey and Bobby provide a very good vehlcle for reach ing these new people and for con- 
solidating the support that aiready exists, Eldridge's Presidential candidacy provides 
him with another platform for addressing the people, Since he is still out of prison, Ei¬ 
dridge wül more likely use every opportunity to reach the broadest audience possMe. 

The more times he speaks out against imperiaüsm» racism, Reaganism, and Lhe ex- 
ploitation and dehumanization of ordinary people, the more people wül identlfy him as 
a leader they cannot af ford to lose* 

We have aiready seen from the compromise verdict in Huey's case that by building 
a strong politic jJ movement, we can affect the courts and thr other Instruments of the 
Power Structure. Bui rime is running out, and if we are going to save Huey a Eidridge, 
wt had better gut our shit together NOW! We should keep mind that the attempt to 
jaü Huey and Eidridge is not only part of a conspiracy to destroy the Black Fanther 
Party, but is also the advance guard of much more widespread and severe repression 
of any opposition to theincreasingly cyrannicalgovernmentthat ruies us all. If we cannot 
take the offensive now and repel this first aggression, then the prospects for heading 
off a very strong tendency toward co tal fascism are very bleak indeed. We must free 
Huey; We must keep Eidridge out of jail; we must prepare now for a real struggle,

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POCKET LAWYER Ol 
LEGAL FIRST AID 


This pocket lawyer is provided as a means of keeping black 
people up to date on their rights. We are always the first to be 
arrested and the radst police farces are constant ïy trying to pre- 
tend that rights are extended equaNy to atl people. Cut this out, 
brothers and sisters, and carry it with you, Uritil we orm ourseïves 
to righteously take care of our own, the pocket lawyer is what's 
happening, 

1, 1f you are stopped and/or arrested by the police, you may re- 
main silerit; you do not have to answer any questions about al- 
leged crimes, you should pro vide your name and address only rf 
requested (although it is not absolute ly de ar that you must do so.) 
But then do so, and at all time remember the fifth amendment, 

2, lf a police officer is not in uniform, ask hïm to show his iden- 
trfication. He has no authority over you unless he properly identi- 
fies himself. Beware of persons pos in g as police offkers. Always 
get hls badge number and his name, 

3, Police have no right to search your car or your home unless 
they have a search warrant, probable cause or your consent, They 
may conduct no exploratory search, that is, one for evidence of 
crime generally or for evidence of a crime unconnected with the 
one you are being questioned about. (Thus, a stop for an auto 
violation does not give the right to search the auto.) You are not 
required to consent to a search; therefore, you should not consent 
and should state clearly and unequivocally that you do not consent, 
in front of witnesses if possible, lf you do not consent, the police 
will have the barden in cour! of showing probabty cause. Arrest 
may be corretted later, 

4, You may not resist arrest forcibly or by going lïmp, even if you 
are innocent. To do so is a separate crime of which you can be con~ 
victed even if you are acquitted of the origïnal charge. Do not re- 
sist arrest under any circumstances. 

5, lf you are stopped and/or arrested, the police may search you 
by patting you on the outside of your clothrng* You can be stripped 
of your personal possessrons. Do not carry anything that tndudes 
the name of your employer or friends. 

7. Do not engage in "friendly" conversation with offkers on the 
way to or at the station. Once you are arrested, there is lïttle like- 
lihood that anything you say will get you released. 

8. As soon as you have been hooked, you have the right to com¬ 
plete at least two phone caJIs — one toarelative, friend or attorney, 
the ether to a baii bondsman, lf you can, cal! the Black Panther 
Party, 654-2003, and the Party will post baii if possi ble. 

9. You must be allowed to hire and see an attorney immediately. 

10. You do not have to give any statement to the police, nor do 
you have to sign any statement you might give them, and therefore 
you should not sign anything, Take the Fifth and Fourfeenth 
Amendmenfs, because you cannot be forced to teslify againsf 
yourself. 

11. You must be allowed to post baii in most cases, but you must 
be able to pay the baii bondsman'* fee. lf you cannot pay the fee, 
you may ask the judge to release you from custody without baii or 
to lower your baii, but he does not have to do so, 

12. The police must bring you mto court or release you wifhin 48 
hours after your arrest (unless the time e?ds on a week-end or a 
hoJiday, and they must bring you before a judge the first day court 
is in session.) 

13. lf you do no' have the money to hire an attorney, immedi- 
ately ask the police to get you an attorney without charge. 

14. If you have the money to hire a private attorney, but do not 
know of one, colI the National Lawyers' Guild or the Alameda 
County Bar Association (or the Bar Association of your county) and 
furnish you with the name of an attorney who practices crimino!

The major ity of them are 
not together. 1 see these brothers 
werking for the city. The honky 
drives the truck while the brother 
go's along picklng up the crash 
along the Street, I saw something 
that 1 haven't seert since 1 last 
saw one of those old movies, A 
black man was sweeping the streets 
with a broom and a box. I usuaüy 
gr eet every brother and sister I 
see p but I couldi/t to him.Hemade 
me sick 1 had to turn my head to 
keep from going into a rage. I 
wou ld rather starve to death tahn to 
have so luw a job.
